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INEFFICIENCY COSTS MONEY.

Because city councilmen let their previous city clerk-assessor hold 


his job without doing his job, the city of Porterville has been losing 
$1,000,000 worth of assessed valuation annually, while some residents 
have carried more, others less, than their fair share of the city tax load. 


These facts became clearly evident Tuesday evening when city | 


councilmen officially accepted two reports prepared by the present 


‘ clerk-assessor, M. L. Grimsley. One report, originally presented last 


November, dealt with the deplorable condition of the office of the 
city clerk-assessor when he took over from Lionel B. Hemphill; the oth- 
er covered status of the office at present, since some badly needed 
corrections have been made. 

Without going into details of the rather lengthy reports, here are 
some examples of what Grimsley found and what has been done: 

Real property within the city of Porterville, valued at $1,095,488, 
that was either not listed at all or that was assessed at only partial 
value, has been put on the assesment role and owners of the property 
are now paying their fair share of city taxes. 


A total of 486 legal descriptions of property within the city that| 


were either wrong, inadequate or non-existent, have been corrected, 
which makes it possible now to properly assess this property. 

It was found that 102 residents of Porterville — oersons who lived 
in rented houses or apartments — were paying no personal property 
tax because they were not listed on assessment rolls. This has been 
corrected 

In several cases, inventory figures of Porterville business firms 
were adiusted to their true value. 

By picking up those persons who had paid no personal property 
tax, and by adjusting inventories, $729,181 was added to personal 
property assessment figures. 

Throughout the city an effort has been made by Grimsley to 
equalize assessments of property, and while the equalization has often 
been upward, there was at the same time $201,138 worth of reduced 
values. 

Adding up everything, adjusting, subtracting, where necessary, and 
including new construction, the city of Porterville has picked up assess- 
ed values of $794,771 in land; $944,893 in improvements and $729,181 
in personal property, to make a total increase of $2,468,845 in assess- 
ed valuation since July I, 1957. 

One notable example of previous inefficiency in the office of the 
city clerk-assessor: Buildings in the city of Porterville, later assessed at 
$323,754, had been completely overlooked; one of these, a rather 
prominent new business building, had been completed for three years 
yet had never been picked up on the tax roll. 


In short, the city of Porterville has lost money because councilmen 
and the mayor, for some unaccountable reason, chose to go along with 
a man who was not doing his work; and when the job of assessing was 
allowed to get out of hand, then some Porterville taxpayers paid less, 
others more, than their just share of city expenses. ‘

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CONTROL METHODS FOR THIRD BROOD 
LEAF. FOLDERS OUTLINED; CRUCIAL 
PERIOD IS FROM NOW UNTIL SEPT. 1

VISALIA, Aug. 21 — The period 
for controlling third brood leaf 
folder will fall in the period from 
about August 20 to the first of 
September; controls should be ap- 
plied when the larvae are small 
and before new rolls are made. 

The moths have been in flight 
for the ‘last two weeks with some 
still in evidence. While there is 
obviously considerable variation 
in the development of the brood, 
controls are applied against the

There are two kinds of gar- 
deners this month. They are 
the optimistic gardener and the 
pessimistic gardener. The pes- 
simist has good reason to be 
sad because obviously his plants 
are having sunstroke, his garden 
hose is worn out, his sprinklers 
are slowing down, and he isn't 
doing so well himself. 

This being the time of year 
for such things he should prob- 
ably let the yard burn up and 
go to the coast. Over there the 
begonias are in bloom, the fu- 
chias are beautiful, and every- 
thing looks like spring. Of 
course on the way back home 
he had beter pick up a good 
cheap revolver because when he 
sees the mess "good old home” 
is in he'll probably shoot him- 
self. 

The optimist gardener is a 
fellow of great faith and forti- 
tude. Probably no brains but 
everything else is O.K. He 
braves the sun and dust to rip 
out the eyesores of summer and 
start preparing for fall. We 
presume he can see them 
blooming before the seed is 
even in the ground. Probably 
the largest blooms they'll have 
all season. 

This last lad will be removing 
the corpses, preparing the soil, 
fertilizing, and garry a few 
early seeds of calendu a, stock, 
violas, and sweet peas in the 
soil. Meanwhile, his wife will 
be pruning lightly and fertiliz- 
ing the roses for fall bloom — 
giving the camellias one last 
meal and, we hope, running 
down to Daybell's plant palace 
for the stuff to get the job 
done.

hatched. 

Sometimes large populations de- 
velop in vineyards that show little 
second brood infestation. In this 
case the young larvae are found 
most commonly between two touch- 
ing leaves. Heavy third brood 
population will feed on the fruit 
even before the foliage is con- 
sumed. As the leaves are eaten, 
more and more of the larvae will 
move to the fruit. 

Two per cent parathion dust ap- 
plied at a rate of 25 lbs. per acre 
is the suggested control. The dust- 
er must traverse every middle. 
Run the duster slowly under the 
most quiet conditions obtainable. 
Discharge on top of the vines is 
preferable. If properly applied, an 
85% reduction of larval popula- 
tion is obtained. Parathion may 
be applied up to within 14 days of 
harvest. Permits from the Agri- 
cultural commissioner are requir- 
ed. 

Cryolite dust may be applied up 
to within 14 days of harvest. Fif- 
ty per cent cryolite dust is used at 
a rate of 25 lbs. per acre. Cryo- 
lite has not given good control on 
either the second or third brood in 
Tulare county in recent years.

One of the most comprehensive 
public opinion surveys ever made 
is just being completed by the Sen- 
ate Interim Committee on Preven- 
tion of Automobile Accidents. De- 
signed to secure first-hand knowl- 
edge about what drivers them- 


selves think about problems con-]- 


nected with auto accidents, the 
study has already produced more 
than 315,000 replies. Thousands 
are still pouring in. 


The survey is based on replies 
to a questionnaire intended to de- 
termine whether drivers know the 
basic factors which cause traffic 
accidents. The committee itself 
printed and distributed 280,000 
copies. An additional 270,000 
copies were printed in newspapers, 
or reproduced by insurance com- 
panies, safety organizations, farm 
groups, and the state employees’ 
assiciation. 

From the size of the response 
received the committee has con- 
cluded that drivers and the gen- 
eral public are seriously concerned 
with auto accident prevention and 
improvement in highway safety. 
Prevention of the unnecessary 
deaths, injuries, and property 
damage which occur daily on our 
California highways, is generally 
recognized as a problem of prime 
importance to everyone in the 
state. 

Preliminary results of the sur- 
vey were released at the start of 
three days of public hearings by 
the committee in Sacramento, to 
which were invited leaders in 
traffic safety from private com- 
panies, civic and labor organiza- 
tions, and governmental agencies 
in all parts of the state. Hearings 


will be continued elsewhere in the

state until December, in order to 
give everyone who desires, an op- 
portunity to present his views. 
Fourteen different areas of 
opinion on highway safety were 
touched upon in the questionnaire, 
and several phases were approach- 
ed from more than one direction 
in order to bring out differences 


ments on the forms, or to write 
complete letters outlining their 
view points. 

Some of the results may be in- 
dicative of the committee’s even- 
tual recommendations to the 1959 
Legislature. An increase in the 
speel limit from 55 to 65 miles per 
hour was approved by 64 percent 
of those replying. Fixing a night 
speed limit lower than that for 
daylight driving was approved 72 
percent, but the answers were al- 
most evenly split as to whether 
the night limit should be set at 
50 miles an hour. 

More and better traffic educa- 
tion of drivers was demanded by 
an overwhelming majority of those 
replf¥ing, including behind the 
wheel training for students before 
they reach license age, and more 
rigid and comprehensive driver’s 
license examinations. Mandatory 
chemical tests for those suspected 
of driving while under the influ- 
ence of alcohol were also endorsed 
by a considerable margin. 

Stricter enforcement of all traf- 
fic laws, and establishment of traf- 
fic courts with specially trained 
judges both were approved by sub- 
stantial percentages. Compulsory 
annual inspection of all cars for 
electrical, mechanical, or braking 
defects was also endorsed. So also 
was the posting of more traffic 
warning signs about dangerous or 
unusual road conditions. 

The committee will certainly 
have a wealth of information as 
to the attitude of drivers and the 
public on stricter control of auto- 
motive traffic to aid in develop- 
ing better highway safety legisla- 
tion.

Several models were attached to 
the knife by screws—an idea that 
was discarded in favor of the pres- 
ent attachment, that simply snaps 
onto any hawk bill knife. 

The one-hand cutting method is 
best adapted to wine and raisin 
grapes, Way says, since more care- 
ful. handling is usually necessary 
with table grapes.
